To those who could not attend the last annual meeting and wondered about its 
outcome, we apologize for not reporting in the last Breeze. The most important action was 
passage of both proposed amendments to the Articles of Incorporation. All owners of 
property, whether improved or unimproved, in Surf Pines are now voting members of the 
Association. The board of directors now has seven members, each to serve for three years. 
In addition, Article XI of the bylaws was changed to provide for amendment by a majority 
of the voting members of the Association. 

The new members ( formerly "class B" ) voted for the amendments and only two 
or three had queries. Norma Keever wrote to each owner explaining the changes and the 
advantages of becoming full members. Dues payments are coming in regularly.
